Wycombe eventually took 
the lead in the 27th minute 
when Beck was fouled in the

! minutes before half-time when 
right winger KING broke 
through to equalise for Ches- 
ham.

Attacking with great gusto 
Wycombe restered their lead 
three minutes after the restart

Five minutes afterwards, 
however, BATES added 
another for Wycombe with a 
fine header from Horseman's 
pass and only some daring 
saves by goalkeeper Lumley 
prevented them from adding 
to their lead in a series of 
powerful attacks,
